.# Regarding matters referred to your committee we beg to report as 
follows: 


their group be granted ‘the privilege of naming only one nominee to the 
delegation to the U. L. C. A. and that he be designated on the ballot as the 
nominee of the Western Conference” (see 1937 minutes of Synod, p. 60) 
we recommend that such request be not granted on the ground that it would 
be unwise to accord special treatment to any single group. We deem it 
unwise because (1) the Synod is not composed of its conferences but of its 
ministers and congregations as a whole, and (2) representation at the 
U. L. C. A. is by synods, not by conferences. 

_B. With respect to the manner of electing delegates to the U. L. C. A. 
we recommend that rule 2 of the Rules Governing Elections be amended by 
including the following: : 

The nominating committee shall designate the church and city a each 
nominee and the printed ballot shall show such connection, but the names 
shall appear alphabetically as at present and not as conference groups.

For the fourth time the English ennaetical Lutheran Synod of the 
Northwest meets in Racine. In 1905, when there were only twenty-six pas- 
tors and twenty-seven congregations belonging to the Synod, Holy Com- 
munion church, then only seven years old, and the eleventh congregation 
of the Synod to be organized; was the host church. In 1914, the Church of 


the Atonement, a daughter church of Holy Communion, then five years old, 
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3 | 
showed her hospitality to the thirty-seven pastors and forty-one congrega- 
tions of the growing Synod. Again in 1929 Holy Communion congregation, 
the proud owner of the big stone church and commodious parish house on 
Luther Hill entertained the still growing church body in its new facilities. 
_At that time the roll included 101 ministers and 90 congregations. 


Today the number of ministers in the Synod is an even 100, and the 
number of congregations 101. It is our happy lot to be entertained by both 
of the Racine congregations and to share the comforts and eet of both 
splendid churches. | 


_ These congregations have grown up with the Synod, and in their loyal- 
ty to all her operations, their liberality toward all benevolences, their yield- 
ing up of their own sons for the Christian ministry, and the sharing of their 
pastors’ time and services to the wider enterprises of the Church have set 
high standards of Christian devotion that show grace and power from our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


A resolution of the Synod requires that once in three years your presi-| 


dent use the standard State of the Church blanks furnished by the Statistical 
and Church Year Book Committee of the United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica for the gathering of information on which to base his review of the 
health of the Synod as a whole. This is a valuable practice, not only that 
the Synod may look into itself periodically, but that the congregations also 
-may through their councils and pastors check up on themselves. 


This year reports were made by 92 congregations. Only one ian 
utterly ignored the repeated requests for the return of reports. There were 
acceptable reasons why full reports were not given in the eight other cases. 
The results and conclusions drawn from those that were returned are not 
materially affected by this incompleteness, for after all their summary at 
best shows only trends, because not many pastors are mathematicians and 
not many records are accurate, not to mention the varying standards of 
judgment and the leeway permitted by ambiguous questions on the blanks. 
_ As indications of trends, however, these findings are quite dependable, and 
great care has been exercised in combining the reports to show a fair pic- 
ture of conditions in the Synod as a whole. Many items on which informa- 
tion was received are omitted, however, especially those in which the prac- 
tice is quite uniform, such as in forms of service, use of liturgies, catechiza- 
tion, etc. Only outstanding exceptions in such usages are noted. 


Sunday vespers seem to have vanished except during the Lenten season. 
While only five congregations observe them during large parts of the year, 
practically all observe them during Lent. Six, however, have substituted for 
vespers a fireside hour, besides many congregations which have Luther 
League devotional meetings Sunday evenings. 
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Midweek. church’ services are even rarer. Only one congregation holds 
them except during Lent, when they are even more ony carried on 
than are Sunday vespers. 


- Sunday morning services continue to be the mainstay of the religious 
life of our people. 9 congregations report attendances increasing and none 
decreasing. 91 churches report an aggregate average attendance at morning 
worship of 15,315 the year round. To accommodate crowds and to con- 
venience more people; 10 congregations hold two Sunday morning services 
regularly through most of the year. 


80 report the observance of family worship in the homes, 42 of these 
in an average of 38% of them. Only 10 report no such practice. 


With the peopje reading the Word at home and attending the Lord’s 
day services in such increasing numbers the Synod may look with confi- 
dence to its future and thank the Lord for this blessing of grace. — 


All but six pastors practice catechetical instruction for two years or 
more before confirmation. 3 instruct three years and one even 4. 


The Christian Life Course is still the textbook most generally used in > 


Sunday school instruction, although 5 schools use only the Augsburg series 
of lessons. 


There are adult classes in only 41 schools. The total enrollment in 
these is 1,026. Four have two such classes, one has three, and one has four. 


In 78 schools an average of 33% of the attendants go to the worsnip 
services of the church. 


Activity of church council members is reported in 73 schools. In 17 
there are two, in 5, three, in 5 four, in 1 five, in 1 six, and in the others 
only one. 


Financially, little is done for parish education. Most of the Sunday 
schools are self supporting, but in 19 the sum of $5,384 is on the budget 
far the Sunday schools, in 5 $525 for week-day schools of religion, and ir 
7 $475 for daily vacation Bible schools. 


Eleven schools have not yet adopted the duplex envelope for contri- 


_ butions, according to the reports; but there are 25 from which no contribu- 


tions of benevolences appear on Treasurer Jensen's statement. 


‘Finances 


_ Eighty-one congregations report an aggregate of 26,011 contributors to 
Current Expense an? 19,344 to benevolence. In 19 of these the number o} 


_ givers to benevolence is not ‘more than half that of contributors to current 


expense. These figures warrant the study of the Stewardship committee for 
measures to bring the one list closer to the number of. the other. All but five

congregations claim to remit benevolences to the treasurer of the Synod in 
full monthly. One of the five reports a resolution to do so in 1938. 


Fifty-seven parishes either provide parsonages or help pay rent for the 
pastor. 'The average salary paid by these is $1,944. The average for 27 
_ others is $1,910. Figuring parsonages as worth $400 each annually, the gen- 
eral average of pastors’ salaries is $2,204. This is an increase of almost 3% 
over the figures for 1935, but is still a decrease of almost 18% since 1932. 


All but 6 are regular in paying pastors, but only 46 provide telephones, 
50 office supplies even in part, and only 6 pay for the upkeep of pastors’ 


cars. Five pastors drive cars given by the parishes, one having received 
in 1937. 


Property 
Improvements to church property. aggregate $50,222, of which $29,567 
adds to its value. This does not take into account the new churches at 
Fond du Lac and St. Louis Park. Only two report churches in poor physi- 


cal condition and only two parsonages. 86 report property adequately in- 
sured, 78 of these averaging coverage of 74% of total value. 


General Parish Conditions 


Eighty-eight congregations. report 16,773 families represented in their 
membership. In eighty-three men and boys comprise 44% of it. Seventy- 
seven report 1,219 men leaders and 1,478 women. Sixty report no paid 
workers other than the pastor but among the others there are two deacon- 
esses, five assistant pastors, twelve parish secretaries, three student assist- 
ants, seven financial secretaries, twenty-three sextons, nineteen organists, 
and thirteen choir directors, paid for full or part time. | 


Sixteen churches have parish houses. 


| Seven congregations supervise or support local home mission work and 
three have branch Sunday schools. Eleven publish monthly papers and 
‘seventy-six use the weekly form of the Synodical Bulletin, six mailing it 
printed on the reverse side and under second class postal rates. Fifteen 
have publicity on their budget for the total of $838. 


All but seventeen pastors report their work becoming less. difficylt. 
Most of the nine reporting more difficulty than in the past explain that they 
mean greater responsibility or more opportunities for work. Only four 
reveal any feeling of futility in their work. 


On the whole then this report is encouraging. Even aside from the 


exceptions noted, however, the Synod is still far short of the ideals set 
forth for the Church by her Head. There is great room for improvement, and 


we as a Synod and as local pastors and parishioners must always say “We 


are unprofitable servants’, even when we can say We have done that 
which is our duty to do’. | 
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OFFICIAL ACTS

Stricken From Roll 


The Rev. LeRoy Nielsen has been without a ministerial charge in this 
Synod since September 30, 1929. He has been engaged in a secular occu- 
-pation throughout that period. For several years there seemed to be a 


possibility that. a call might be forthcoming to him from some parish. But 


with advance in years and the steady supply of newly prepared men for the 
ministry that expectation has vanished. On February 25, 1937, your presi- 
dent addressed him suggesting that he deposit his ordination certificate until 
such time as a call might come. On April 5, 1937 he replied to the effect 
that he did not expect ever again to enter the active work of the ministry, 
and asked concerning procedure to enter another denomination either im- 
mediately or after having voluntarily deposited his certificate. Your Presi- 
dent replied by giving the desired information, offering cooperation in either 
case. To this letter he has received no reply. In a communication from the 
office secretary of the United Lutheran Church in America, dated March 9, 
1938 she stated: “Mr. Nielsen wrote ‘kindly remove my name (from the 
lists in the Year Book—R. H. G.) as I am no longer active ". On the basis 
of these facts, and in accordance with Article IV, Section 3, paragraph (1), 


your president recommends that the name of LeRoy Nielsen be stricken from 


the roll of the Synod. 


OF GENERAL INTEREST 
Concern About Disturbing Teachings 


Your President's attention has been called to a recent publication of 
the United Lutheran Publication house, recommended by one of the boards 
of the Church for use by Sunday school teachers and other youth workers, 
which contains some decidedly negative attitudes on accepted views on cer- 
tain books of the Bible. He fears the disturbing effect such teachings bearing 
the stamp of official agencies of our Church may have upon many not capa- 
ble of learning the other side of such questions as are raised therein. He has 
therefore referred the matter for study to three recognized scholars in the 


Synod, asking them if they deem it wise, to propese some t possible action 


for adoption by the Synod,

the sudden death of another who was not old either in years or in spirit 
broke what for many years seemed to be a deadlock of ministerial changes 
among the well established congregations. It is timely then for all pastors 
and congregations to bear in mind certain principles both of constitutional 
and ethical nature in the process of filling vacancies. 


The needs of the particular congregation that is vacant must be the first 
consideration. That is the member of Christ's Body that is in the greatest 
distress and that therefore needs the best care. To this end the constitutions 
provide a definite procedure. The chief responsibility for getting a right pas- 
tor is laid directly upon the church council. | 


Three safeguards are specified: 


1. The church council must consult the president of the Synod. He, 
presumably, is better acquainted than any other man with the other pastors | 
and their present congregations and the circumstances affecting both, either 


mutually or separately. Frank, frequent and confidential conference between 


the church council and the president should favor an advantageous and early 
agreement on the best available pastor for that particular congregation. 


2. The council must recommend a candidate to the congregation, to 


be voted upon by it without any other candidate under consideration at the 
time. This provision assumes two conditions: one that the council is the 


trusted agency of the congregation, whose judgment merits the other mem- 
bers’ respect; and the other is that the election of a pastor is not a mere 
choice, or a hiring, but a solemn ratification of a spiritual persuasion, arrived 
at by orderly processes that have been sanctified by prayer and by the 
realization that Christ is in His Church in such processes, rightly executed; 
that the eternal destinies of many souls hang on their rightness; and that He 


will be glorified by the right outcome. 


3. A final safeguard preserves the congregation from a hasty or ill- 
conceived recommendation. That is that a minority of just one more than 
a third of those voting can prevent the call of a pastor. 


All of these provisions are calculated to assure a vacant congregation 
of securing a minister best suitable to its peculiar needs and also to preserve 
it and him from any serious division of sentiment concerning him before 


he is called. The importance of this last point is patent to all who think; 


but the ease with which it is jeopardized apparently is not realized. Here 
are some common practices that _— such division and often delay the 


filling of a vacancy: 
‘pastors seeking a call by eelvite to friends in the congregation or 
community; 
other pastors ‘putting in a vide word for” a ministerial friend to a 
member of the congregation; 
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individuals or cliques in vacant congregations waiting for a congrega- 
tional meeting to advance some favored candidate instead of proposing him 


to the council; 


councils recommending candidates before agreeing quite unanimously 
themselves; and, worst of all, 


letting the congregation hear two or more available preachers before 


_ bringing in any recommendation to a congregational meeting. 


Pastors can do much to prevent confusion and the. lowering of 
ministerial dignity by refusing to appear before vacant congregations unless 
-assured that all pastors previously under consideration have been utterly 
eliminated, or better still, unless the council has already voted to recom- 
mend to the congregation a call to the one appearing. 


The processes are at best difficult to follow without embarrassment to 
self respecting pastors and without dividing sentiment in congregations. The 
present situation is especially difficult because of the great discrepancy be- 


tween the salaries of pastors who were in service before the panic and those 


who entered since 1932. Penurious councils are tempted to overlook worthy 
ministers of long experience in favor of younger men to whom they can 
offer alluring advances over the candidates’ present salaries. Your president 
is well aware of the pastors’ ministerial and personal problems. He is doing 
the best he-can, with very limited authority, to help vacant congregations 
get the best possible pastors for their pulpits, to secure ‘relief’ from the 
distressing relationships existing in some parishes, to get “promotion” for 
patient and self-sacraficing pastors in hard places, and withal, to preserve 
the self respect of the ministers. But in these days of hard business practice 
in the world, he cannot keep that spirit out of church councils without the 
fullest cooperation of all his brethren. Ministers should not be in competition 
with one another. And incidentally, those whose hopes are dimmed when 
anyone else gets a call he asks to remember that when he has put an avail- 
able pastor's name before the council of a vacant church he can do little 
more, for the council can and should do its own investigating and use its 


own judgment in carrying the recommendation further. Usually they do so. 


conscientiously, to the credit of the Church. 


Two Big Projects 
These are great days in the United Lutheran Church in America. The 


Church as a whole has examined itself during the past six years, and found 
itself seriously wanting in some vital respects. The outcome of this realiza- 


tion of inadequancy has been a wholesome resolve to improve itself, by the. 


grace of Christ. In deep spiritual purpose the Church entered upon its 
Promotional Plan, whereof we all tasted in its initial program last Fall. The 


group meetings that touched practically all of our congregations were an 


impetus to greater zeal and greater dependence upon our Lord. Their effects 
have been felt all through the year. But we must remember that they were 
not the plan itself, and that many things continuing since, and planned for 
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the future, will carry it on. The releases that have come each season from 
the Laymen’s movement, much of which material has been reproduced in 
our Synodical Bulletin at the proper times, have been helpful stimulants to 
a better understanding and support of the whole program of the whole 
church. In this connection it is well to know that our own publication house 
now offers double pocket envelopes with brief statements for each week 
adapted to the particular place in the Calendar of Special Days and Seasons. 
These too have been running through Lent on the proper Sundays in the 
Synodical Bulletin, as well as in the Lutheran. Not the least of the boons 
of the Promotional Program is the practice by which we have in attendance 
at this convention such a man as the Rev. E. P. Pfatteicher, D. D., president 
of our mother Synod, the Ministerium of Pennsylvania, representing here 
the Executive Board of the Church. Let us enter wholeheartedly into every 
feature of such Promotion, knowing it is an intensification of the work our 
Lord commissions us to do. 


We face also another big opportunity to advance the work of the 


Church, in the Anniversary Appeal. We have much joy in contemplating 


the twenty years of fruitful and increasing life in the United Lutheran 
Church in America. The anniversary is well worth celebrating. And no 
more fitting expression of our jubilation can be imagined than that of en- 
larging the Church's ability to help new congregations get adequate housing 
for their worship services. Our Synod has benefitted by such a program 
more than any in the whole Church. We owe our existence largely to 
church extension funds. We should be eager and alert to enter into the 
plans of the Board of American Missions to promote the Anniversary Ap- 
peal and make it effective in every one of our congregations. 


The Board has adopted a definite schedule of dates for putting the 


5 appeal before our people. In other parts of the country it has been com- 
pleted. In some it is well under way. It comes to us in the form of litera- 


ture late in August, in the form of an excellent sound moving picture in 
September, in great preaching rallies later in September, and in the direct 
appeal to our people for funds early in October. But the process involves 
real spiritual preparation and challenge to reach every individual, and 
judging from the experience of other synods who have carried out the plans, 
it has brought incalculable blessings. Let the Synod of the Northwest fall 


behind in no degree in cooperating in this Anniversary Appeal.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COOPERATION WITH

There are some young 
peoples organizations which are not enrolled and helping support our state 
work, but are active and found very helpful in their local church or parish. 


We are happy that three of our number, completing their education for 


the ministry, have been ordained during this past year and now are serving 
in Lutheran Churches. We believe the Luther League has helped them 
choose this high calling for their life's work. 


We fulfilled our mission projects, namely: $100.00 to Jackson Park 
Mission in Milwaukee, toward improvements of their church basement and 
a contribution of $75. 00 for Student aid in our Seminary. 


A successful and inspiring convention was held at Grace Church, ies: 
sha, June 27-29th. About 110 registered delegates from 16 of our churches 
attended the interesting sessions. An additional number journeyed, some 
from great distances, to swell the banquet attendance to 225. 


The first Luther Youth Conference, sponsored by the Luther League 
‘and the Wisconsin Conference, proved most worth while. It was held at 
Luther Memorial Church in Madison, on November 5. The sessions and 
discussion groups held the interest of approximately 500 youth registered 
from nearly all our churches throughout the state. The Pastors showed in- 


terest in this new step, by turning out in greater number than we ever had — 


at any other youth convention. We expect it will be promoted again this 
year. 


The 1938 convention will be held at Trinity Church in West Bend, 
June 26-27. One day has been cut from our usual allotted time. We hope 
the condensed program will increase our registration. | 


We give thanks to God for His guidance in all that we have accom- 
plished and pray the Luther League will not falter in attaining its goal— 
Active youth organized in every church and parish, holding our Confirmands 
active in their church and working together to the Glory of God. 


MINNESOTA STATE LUTHER LEAGUE 


Robert O. Nelson, President of the Minnesota State Luther League, 
reports as follows: 


“The year of 1937 has been one of advancement in our State work. 
We have had the continued support of our pastors, and a spirit of goodwill 
towards our many activities has prevailed. | 


The departmental program of thé Luther Leon of America has been 
followed by the Leagues. 


During the past year seven new ‘teaiiis have been organized sal have 
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joined the State League. Monetary contributions were made to the China 
projects of the National Luther League and to the home mission at Swan- 
burg, Minnesota. 


Our State Convention was held at Trinity Lutheran Church, Lindstrom, 
Minnesota, September 4-6 where approximately 125 young people partici- 
pated in a very interesting as well as a fine spiritual program. Miss Brenda 
Melhouse represented the Luther League of America. 


We are looking forward to a more successful year in 1938 and ask the 
most hearty support of all our young people and pastors. 


THE WESTERN CONFERENCE | 


Since there are no State Luther Leagues in the Western Conference, 
because of the sparcity of congregations and the long distances, we report 
on the work of two individual Leagues. | 


Pastor Glenn Cloninger of Billings, Montana, writes—‘We have an 
active League of 25 or 30. We meet the second and fourth Sundays. Our 


devotional program comes first. We use the Review and Topic but supple- 


ment it with other material. Lately we used Dale Carnegie’s book, How to 
Win Friends. The young people liked these programs very much. After the 
program we have a short business meeting and refreshments. A social hour 
follows. 


The Luther Leaguers cannot fellowship with any other League due to 
distances. The nearest is Livingston over 100 miles. Olson's League is 250 
miles away. We do share in the National work. We paid $10.00 toward 
the Konnarock medical center. Kinports wrote back and wanted to know if 
we belonged to the Minnesota State League or the Rocky Mountain. 


Pastor Webster H. Clement, of Livingston, Montana, writes—'‘We 
have an active Luther League in the Church of the Redeemer, Livingston. 
We do not belong to the National Organization or to any state society. We 
meet every second Tuesday for a devotional hour followed by a social hour. 
We use the Luther League Topics, the Luther League Review, and The 
Lutheran for our programs. Once a month we meet for social purposes 
exclusively. Although we do not have any extra activities to make money 
for the church, yet we have been able to give considerable sums to the 
Church Council to help in the general program of Redeemer. 


Our average attendance is near the twenty-five mark; the high is forty 
and the low about twenty. We meet on Tuesday evenings, seeming to find 
that a more suitable evening than Sunday. Our social program contains 
several instructive games entertainments, questions in geography, his- 


tory, science, and the Bible. Our young people seem to enjoy such games. 


We have no Bible Camp of our church here, so cannot send our mem- 
bers there. We hope the day will come when we have such a camp. 


The pastor takes an active part in the work of the League.” 
The civilized nations of the world have awakened to the need for 
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special efforts in behalf of the education and training of their young people. 
Much money and the best of talent is given over to this work. The results’ 
justify the efforts. | 


The same must be true of the Church. Therefore we again urge Syn 
Conferences, and congregations to give our youth special attention and care.

is being applied successfully, and is welcomed by most missionary pastors 
and church councils as a salutary spur to progress. The figures on the 
tabulation speak for themselves. | : 


Become Self Supporting 
Three churches have practically assumed self-support. First church, 
_ Billings, Montana, asked no aid whatever for 1938. This congregation is 
in excellent condition, with the spirit and the property’a delight to the soul 
and to the eye. : | 


St. Andrew's, White Bear Lake reached the limit of time for the grant- 
ing of aid, but due to the vacancy in the pastorate and other necessary 
adjustments the synodical board granted a small appropriation. The con- 
-gregation called senior seminarian Roland H. Weng, subject to his gradua- 
tion and ordination. He assumed charge in January. 


St. Luke’s, Waukesha, in its last year for aid, lost its pastor, the Rev. 
A. A. Hahn by resignation effective April 18, 1938. It called the Rev. Irwin

BOARD OF AMERICAN MISSIONS HELP 


The Board of American Missions through its department of Church 
Extension and Finance, has been most considerate of the needs of Northwest 
Synod churches, and has helped not only by counsel and providing of 
methods, but by material grants of funds: 


Madison, Wisconsin: The Board witvnbiead all but $5,000 necessary for 
the purchase of Luther Memorial church last August under foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, and placed a member of its staff, the Rev. Edwin Moll, D. D.,, in 
charge, paying one half his salary, until the congregation shall have become 
able to call its own pastor. \ 


West Allis, Wisconsin: by arranging a first mortgage loan and making 
a new Church Extension loan in addition to having given the services of 
Board Missionary F. H. Bloch for a year, the Board helped First church 
reduce its indcbtedness some $6,500 dollars and get a new start under its 
new pastor, the Rev. C. A. Miley. 


- Great Falls, Montana: St. John’s was in great danger of losing its whole 
property by foreclosure, an unhoused Mormon congregation seeking to get 
it, until the Board put a new Church Extension loan of $10,000 on the prop- 
erty, demanding $200 monthly repayments out of the proceeds from a recent 
successful. debt reduction drive in the congregation; and besides invested 
$5,000 of its trust funds in the church at reasonable interest. The reduction 
of indebtedness is indicated on the tabulation that accompanies this report. 


| Pentecost, Milwaukee: Here by adding $2,500 to its church extension 
loan, which the congregation agrees to repay at the rate of 10% of the total 
annually, the Board enabled the congregation to meet an offer of a bank 
whereby its debt was reduced $2,600. 


Woodale, a mission on the outskirts of Minneapolis housed for eight 
years in a school room, received a Church Extension loan of $2,000 that 
enabled it to build a $6,000 chapel on its own lots. | 


_ Surveys: The Board of American Missions, through its new division of 
Research and Survey canvassed many fields suggested by the synodical 
board through last Summer. From the findings the Board recommended that 


new work be begun in two cities of Wisconsin. It also resurveyed two fields 


in which work has been conducted, and reported both of them worthy of 
conservation, also giving the survey results to the pastors as aids to their 


work. 


Summer School: Another fine contribution of the Board of American 
Missions to the mission work of the Synod was the Long Lake, Illinois 


school it conducted for missionaries. A goodly number of the pastors of © 
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the Northwest Synod attended,. and all - them report not only much 
spiritual good, fine fellowship and recreation, but also a better view of 
their tasks and of the cooperative interest of the Board members and its 
staff. Another such school is projected for the summer of 1938. 


Activities of the Synodical Board 
| In addition to cooperating in much of the above mentioned work done 
_ by the Board of American -Missions, the synodical executive committee, 


_which is the Synod’s board of home missions, has been active in many 
fields without the aid of the General Board: 


Cannon Falls, Minn.: ~.to help First church over an emergency, the 
synodical board made a small -appropriation of aid, which so encorraged 
the church as to enable “it to make greatly needed improvements in its 
property, far exceeding in. cost the aid given, and also to increase the 
salary of the pastor, till then one of the lowest in the Synod. 


Marshfield, Wisconsin: the improvements in Marshfield's property re- 
ferred to above were encouraged by a grant of $200 out of funds provided 
by the Women’s Missionary Society of the Wisconsin conference for lo- 
cal home mission work. This money was granted, provided it be paid 
after all bills entailed in the sincacatees above that amount had been met 
by the congregation. 


Lake of the Isles: the failure of the court to ratify the original purchase 
agreement accepted by the trustee for the owners of the building in which 
this congregation has been worshiping caused a severe retardation of its 
growth. While the congregation made considerable progress, as the tabu- 
lation shows, it was not enough to meet the.heavy upkeep of the property. 
_ As an encouragement in this respect the synodical board appropriated $300 
to induce the congregation to contribute an equal amount above its regular 
income, which it did. The same failure, occuring unexpectedly at the time 
of Pastor Birch’s entering upon the work, increased the burden of leader 
ship so far beyond any thing anticipated that beginning with March 1 the 
pastor took an indefinite leave of absence. The congregation has been 
served since then by senior seminarian Chas. P. Smith, assisted by your 
Superintendent and members of Northwestern Seminary faculty. Mean 
while also the congregation has been negotiating a new purchase plan, 
involving a cash price of $25,000, with every assurance of its acceptance. 
The Board of American Missions gives assurance of a Church Extension 
loan of $4,000; a commercial first mortgage loan for $17,000 has been prom- — 
ised provided the Synod underwrite it. The executive committee has re-— 
solved to endorse it provided the congregation secure $4,000 in cash, raise 
its budget to care for the interest, and increase its membership. The con- 
gregation is near its goal in its effort to raise the money and at the time of 
writing is engaged in a determined evangelistic effort to increase its 
membership. | 


A precedent: To discourage mission church councils and pastors from 
permitting large sums of unpaid salaries to accumulate, the synodical board 
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this year made a new appropriation of aid to a mission calling a new 
pastor contingent upon the payment in full of the former pastor's unpaid 


_ salary. The condition was met by the congregation, and the new pastor is 


relieved of the necessity of seeing some fruits of his labor going away to 


“one who should have received them before he left. The board proposes 


to make this practice a rule. 


Hospital pastor: having learned that there was no Lutheran pastor 
with the specific task of ministering to the many Lutherans confined in the 
several large hospitals of Madison, Wisconsin, your home mission board 
appropriated $500 toward a proposed inter-synodical plan to have this lack 
supplied. The matter is in negotiation with other synodical agencies. 


Synodical Missionary. In addition to the surveys and new fields 
recommended by the Board of American Missions, the synodical board 


has been on the alert to investigate every opportunity called to its atten- 


tion. With that in view your Superintendent has asked volunteers to can- 
vass three fields in Wisconsin, with most gratifying response. All of these 
indicate sadly unchurched fields, or fields with sufficient members of our 
own churches too distant from their congregations to be active, to warrant 
further and more intensive missionary investigation. Furthermore, the 
Wisconsin conference has for several years past formally requested the 


board to provide a missionary for its territory. In view of this appeal, 


vindicated by the findings of the Board's and our own surveys, the executive 


committee of the Synod recommends 


“that the Synod authorize the Executive Committee | to call a Synod

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COOPERATION WITH THE 
BOARD OF MINISTERIAL PENSION AND RELIEF 


The function of this Board of the Church is well known to the mem- 
bers of our Synod. It is to provide a pension for retired pastors, pastors’ 
widows and minor children. It is to provide for relief to such as are com-— 
pelled to relinquish their work before the age of retirement. It is therefore 
both Pension and Relief. 


‘In the beginning the Board administered only relief. In 1920 a plan 


of pension was adopted and a definite percentage of the budget assigned 


to the Board. This was found to be inadequate and just ten years ago a 
campaign for endowment was conducted throughout the Church and over 
$3.000,000 contributed. The receipts from the endowment and the appor- 
tionment made it possible to double the former payments for pensions. 


Then came the economic depression with the corresponding decrease 
in the receipts of the general fund of the Church. The Board was again com- 
pelled to reduce the pension payments to the former inadequate levels. It 
has thus been proven that the endowment method of pensions is not and 
cannot be made sufficient for modern needs. 


The Board, therefore, has presented to the Church a “Proposed New 
Plan’ for pensions. This plan calls for “contributory” features by the 
pastors and their congregations. According to this plan as originally pro- 
posed the pastor would contribute (monthly) two and one half percent of 
his annual salary and the congregation eight percent of the annual salary. 
Upon retitement the pastor would receive an annual pension in proportion 
to the amount thus contributed. ee | 


This plan was referred to synods for consideration. - The following 
provision was made, “it is obvious that unless seventy-five percent of the 
churches cooperate the plan will be ineffective’. 


The chairman of this Committee has received word from the president 
of our Synod that the reports from other synods indicate that this plan was 
not generally acceptable and hence no effort was made to contact the pas- 
tors and congregations of our Synod as to their attitude towards this plan. 


~The chief reasons for objections seemed to be the large assessment on con- 


gregations and the plan's general complexity. In all probability a revision 
of the proposed plan will be presented to the Baltimore convention that 
will avoid the objectionable features of the present proposal. 


Your Committee therefore recommends that this subject of adequate 
pensions by means of a contributory method be referred to the Conferences 
of Synod for careful consideration and possible recommendations.

OBITUARIES 
The Rev. John Sander L. H. D. 


The last living ministerial link between the founding of the English 


Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest and its present membership 
was broken in the death of the Rev. John Sander, L. H. D., in Minneapolis, 


Minn., on November 10, 1937. Coming from the Ministerium of Pennsyl- 


vania to the Northwest in 1885 as professor in Gustavus Adolphus College, 
St. Peter, Minn., he was the constant and lifelong associate of the English- 
speaking home missionaries, and took an active part in their work with the 
missions in Minnesota that formed the nucleus of the Northwest Synod. 
He was present at the Conference of English Missionaries held in St. John’s 


- Church in September 1890, from which the move to organize the new En- 


glish Synod soon crystallized and took form. Just -five weeks prior to his 
death he had been the inspiring speaker at the fiftieth anniversary of St. 


Mark’s church, North St. Paul, in which church he had —" the first | 


sermon fifty years before. | 


Dr. Sander was born at Cogan's Station, Lycoming County, Pennsyl- 
vania on November 3, 1850. He attended the rural schools at times, but 
received most of his -elementary training from his parents, Michael and 
Sophia (Aderholt) Sander. He was graduated from Muhlenberg college 
in 1877 and the Philadelphia Lutheran theological seminary in 1880. His 
first charge was at Ridgeway, Pa. He served that congregation until 1885. 


when he accepted a call from Gustavus Adolphus college. As professor of 
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German and Latin, he served that institution for eighteen years. 


From 1890 until 1902, in addition to his college work, he was engaged 
in the gathering and organizing of the First English Lutheran church of St. 
Peter, Minn. This work was beset with much difficulty because of the 
opposition of some of the Augustana pastors to organized English work. Out. 
of loyalty to the college he served he refrained from connecting the young 
church with the new Synod of the Northwest. Today it is a strong church 
of the Augusta synod. | 


After an interval of six years as superintendent of public schools in 
NicoMet County, Minnesota, and as teacher in Weidner Institute, Mulberry, 


' Indiana, he accepted a call in 1910 to Trinity church, Lindstrom, Minnesota, 


which congregation he served in the Northwest Synod until he retired from 
active service in 1924. From that time until his death he lived in Minne- 
apolis, a member of Richfield Lutheran church. He was always willing to 
give his talents anywhere as supply pastor in times of need. 


- Dr. Sander was well known also as a writer. His most popular work 
is “Devotional Readings from Luther’s Works.” He has been a contributor 
of the “Minnesota Letter’’ to “The Lutheran”: In it he kept the Church 
informed of Lutheran events in many of the general bodies besides his own > 
U. L. C. A. He was given the degree of L. H. D. by Gustavus college in 
1906. 


He was united in marriage in 1880 with Lydia Whitman, who lived as 
his faithful helpmeet in all his active service until 1933. Seven children were 
bern to this union. Five of them survive. He is also mourned by a brother, 


_ Charles, a sister, Mrs. Kate Quiggle of Williamsport, Pa., by twelve grand- 


children and one great grandson. Best known among his children in the 
Church are Mrs. A. G. Holcomb, a woman active in the Central Conference 
Missionary Society, with whom he made his home since his wife's death; 
and Mrs. E. R. Wicklund, wife of the pastor of St. ene s Lutheran Church, 


~Oshkosh, Wisconsin. 


Funeral services were held in Richfield Lutheran ay Minneapolis, 
November 13. Sermons were preached by the Rev. P. A. Mattson, former 
student of Dr. Sander and president of the Minnesota conference of the 
Augustana synod; President R. H. Gerberding of the Northwest Synod and 
the Rev. N. K. Feddersen, pastor of the church. Another service was held 
in the church of his founding, First English, St. Peter, Minnesota, on Sunday 
afternoon, November 14, at which President O. J. Johnson, D. D., of 
Gustavus Adolphus college preached the sermon. Interment took place in 
St. Peter, where the deceased's wife was buried. |

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Lloyd William Steckel, D. D. 


The Rev. Dr. Lloyd William Steckel was born on March 8th, 1879 in 
Mulberry, Indiana. He was baptized in his infancy in Zion Lutheran 


- Church, Mulberry, Indiana and was confirmed in that same church in 1892 


by the pastor, the Rev. C. K. Drumhiller. Prior to his entering the Gospel 
ministry, he worked in his father's market, learning the trade in meats and 


groceries. He attended the elementary schools and the high school of Mul- 


berry, Indiana, then went to Thiel college, Greenville, Pennsylvania, gradu- 
ating from that institution with an A. B. degree in 1901. He graduated 
from the Chicago Evangelical Lutheran theological seminary, Maywood, 
Illinois, in 1904. He received the degree of Doctor of Divinity, honoris 
causa, from Carthage college, Carthage, Illinois in June 1926. He was 
ordained by the Chicago synod at Phanuel church, Wallace, Indiana on 
June 6th, 1904. The Rev. Doctors Hiram Peters and H. B. Reed officiated. 


Pastor Steckel entered the Synod of the Northwest in 1909 and served 
as its faithful and very efficient secretary from 1916 until 1929. For a 
number of years he served on the Board of American Missions of the 
- United Lutheran Church in America. He was past president of the Mil- 
_ waukee Ministerium, organizer of the Lutheran Bible Institute at Green 
Lake, Wisconsin and served on the Northwest Seminary board and the 
board of the National Lutheran Council. At the time of his death he was 
still dean of the Lutheran Bible Institute. —T'wo outstanding memorials re- 
main as witnesses to his success as a builder of churches, Salem Lutheran 
church, Albert Lea, Minnesota and the church of the Resurrection, Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin. 


Dr. Steckel’s father, a butcher and grocer, was the late Joseph H. 


Steckel and his mother, Maria Gable Steckel. He was united in marriage 


to Agnes O. Hanson at Chicago, Illinois on October 4, 1905. A son, Joseph 
M. Steckel was born December 4th, 1906 and died in September, 1907. 


Two other children, Marie, (Mrs. Peterson, of Chicago) and Kenwyn 


Richard, both are living. 


Pastor Steckel served the following congregations during his ministry: 
St. James, Chicago, Illinois, from 1904 until 1906; First, Mishawaka, Indi- 
ana, from 1906 until 1909; First, Platteville, Wisconsin, from February 
1909 until April 1914; Salem, Albert Lea, Minnesota, from April 1914 until 
December, 1923 and Resurrection, Milwaukee, Wisconsin from January 1, 
1914 until his death on March 20, 1938. 


Services were conducted at the Church of the Resurrection, Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin on March 22, 1938, with burial in Mulberry, Indiana. 


Dr. Steckel died after a very brief illness at the age of 59 years and 
11 days. He is survived by his aged mother, Maria; his wife, Agnes; two 
sisters, Miss Emma Steckel and Mrs, Malinda Glendenning; two children, 
Mrs. Marie Steckel Peterson of Chicago, Illinois and Kenwyn Richard and 
two grandchildren. 
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His life was one of singularly unselfish devotion to the end: his service 
to the Lord was one of childlike humility and singleness of heart. When- 
ever, wherever and in whatever capacity he spoke, everyone who heard 
him was ready to listen. His words were always those of wisdom, mature 
judgment, sincere, reverent and weighty. |

E. Krumbholz, Executive Secretary of the Inner Mission Board of the 
U. L. C. A., to send warm winter clothing to our Canadian brethren in the. — 
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Province of Saskatchewan who were in dire distress. We are happy to 


state that the call was heeded and help was forthcoming from the brethren 
of the Northwest Synod for our brethren of the far northwest even as the 
latter had previously sent help for our common brothers of the southland 
in the flood disaster of the previous year.

- cover all but one item of interest to the Synod. | 


-REPORT OF THE FACULTY 


Our Seminary is closing its eighteenth year. Students and faculty have 
been preserved in health throughout the year; the regular work was carried 
on without interruption; harmony has continued to prevail in the life of our 
school. The sermon to the graduating class will be preached by the Rev. 
Christian T. Breest, 1930 alumnus, at his church in North St. Paul. The 
commencement will take place April 28 in Redeemer Church, Minneapolis, 
the Rev. J. Marlatte, pastor, presiding. The Rev. Dr. J. E. Oslund, father 
of one of the graduates, will give the address. 


With this class, if all its members are graduated, 125 men will have 


been graduated by our Seminary. Prospects indicate a fair-sized entering 
class for next year; though it is yet too early to predict the number 
accurately. | 

Work has been done on cataloguing the library; and it is expected that 
much additional work will be done this summer toward making our growing 
collection of books more usable. | 

As usual, Seminary professors have been extremely busy with outside 
appointments in the service of the general work of the Church. Students 
also have been active; neatly all of them, have regular duties in local 
congregations. 

There have been enrolled during the year 12 Seniors, four Middlers, 
and eight Juniors. In addition to these about twelve men have taken special 
and post-graduate work. |

During the past year a regional convention of that group 
brought together over four hundred Lutheran students, the largest conven- 
tion of its kind in the history of the movement.

Your Stewardship Committee held three meetings since the last conven- 
tion of the Synod. Upon the resignation of Mr. Charles Bjoland, elected 
by the Synod in 1937, the Chairman appointed Mr. William Tronson, also 
of Fargo, N. D., in his stead. All members have been faithful in attendance 


and in their respective assignments on sub-committees. — 


The normal activities of the Committee have been continued. Chief 
among these is the publication of the Devotional Booklets, which have con- 
tinued to grow in service and demand. 100,000 copies of the recent Lenten 
issue were printed and all distributed. Manager Dr. Dressler reported a 
total of 245,500 copies distributed in the six issues prior to June 1937, and 
an increase in the number of every issue since then over the corresponding 
previous issue. The Norwegian Church of America officially recommended 
its use through its “Search the Scriptures’’ committee and discontinued a 
similar publication of its own. Dr. Dressler also reported receipts through 
the sale of $7,685.44 and expenses of ican 35 for the two years October 


1935 to October 1937. 
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Another important activity of the committee was that accomplished by 
Mr. August Moths, of West Bend, Wisconsin, who arranged that a repre- 
sentative of the committee speak on Stewardship at the conventions of all 
Conferences and of all auxiliary organizations in the-Fall of 1937. 


The Committee also prepared, through the work of the Rev. P. H. Roth, 
D. D., the third of a series of leaflets on the general work of the Synod and 
United Lutheran Church for use in the 1937 every member visitation. This 
one was on Foreign Missions. 


The Committee gave its whole-hearted cooperation in the arrangement 
and carrying out of the grcup meetings held last Fall in connection with 
the Promotional Program of the Church, instead of arranging any program 
of its own as in former years. It holds itself in readiness constantly to co- 
operate with any such forward movements of the whole Church. 


To that end it held a meeting in February, 1938, putting itself wholly 
at the disposal of the representatives of the Board of American Missions for 
service in the Anniversary Appeal scheduled for this year. One of the Com- 
mittee's members, the Rev. Charles B. McCreary, was selected by the Board 
as director for this region, including other Synods besides our own.

- Only as district synods cooperate with the program of the United Lu- 
theran Church through its Foreign Board can the work of Foreign Missions 
be carried on effectively and aggressively. On this assumption the Foreign 
Missions Committee of the Synod has sought to carry out the plans and 
suggestions of the general board, stressing its objectives during the Epiphany 
season, January 6 to February 6. While the informative literature prepared 


by the Board was sent directly to all congregations, your Committee lent — 


its assistance by addressing all pastors of the Synod urging them to follow 
out the instructions of the Board. | 


‘Lhe communication sent by the Committee requested pastors to make 
generous use of the literature and to take an offering for the special needs 
of our work in China. This letter also exhorted our pastors to pray more 
earnestly for the Lord’s work in foreign lands and to inform themselves more 
widely on the subject of missions, especially through the reading and the 
dissemination of “The Foreign Missionary.” 


‘According to latest reports, our mission at Tsingtao, Shantung, China, 


has not suffered any material damage by reason of the Sino-Japanese war, 
and our missionaries are safe. The line of battle advanced through this 
section, and both the city and the province are now ruled by the Japanese. 
_ Knowing the mental confusion that‘ war creates and the unstable economic 
conditions contingent with hostilities, it behooves us to intercede at the 
throne of grace for our brethren who are caught in the perils of war, and 
it is incumbent that we share our relative prosperity with those in distress. 


In a report so limited as this it-is not possible to give due credit to our 
pastors and congregations for the many efforts they have made in projecting 
the cause of Foreign Missions. The continuous program of the women’s 
missionary societies is a perennial blessing to the Church. As an example 
of the progressive spirit and unalterable purpose of the mission-minded 
women of our Church, the general society has just authorized the sending 
of five additional missionaries. 
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A few years ago our Synod obligated itself to pay several thousand 
dollars toward the erection of the mission chapel at East Kobe, Japan. 
Gradually this obligation has been met, and the last thousand dollars’ pay- 
ment was recently voted out of the contingent fund by the Executive Com- 


mittee of ‘Synod. 


The cause of Foreign Missions has been presented more generally this 
year than ever before owing to the furloughs of missionaries whose head- 
quarters were in this part of the country. Miss Erva Moody, Missionary 
to China, addressed groups and congregations in the following places: 
Reformation, Faith, Ascension, St. Paul; Holy Trinity, Richfield, Holy Com- 
munion, Salem, Lake of Isles, Minneapolis; Mt. Olive, Montevidio; St. 


Mark's, North St. Paul; St. Mark's, Fargo, fifteen in the 


Wisconsin Conference. 


Miss Emma Johnson, Missionary to India, who attended the winter 
term of the Bible Institute, Minneapolis, spoke in the following churches: 
Holy Trinity, Richfield, Resurrection, St. Mark's, St. John’s, Minneapolis; 
Ascension, Faith, Holy Trinity, St. Paul; St. John’s, Mound; St. Mark’s, 


North St. Paul. She also ve in a number of churches of the Augustana 


Synod. 

Miss Faith Lippard, missionary to Japan spoke more than one bundred 
times before groups in churches, colleges, the theological seminary, conven- 
tions and summer schools of our Synod, and before a number of congrega- 
tions and groups of other Synods. She has now returned to her work in 
Kobe, Japan. | 

Mr. Patrick Magalee, a student in Northwestern Seminary, Minneapolis; 
has spoken in many of our churches. Mr. Magalee, a Hindu by birth, and 
a product of our mission in New Amsterdam, British Guiana, South Amer- 
ica, plans to return to our mission station in New Amsterdam. 


This report is not complete without taking due notice of the loss suf- 


- fered by the Church, and of our foreign mission work in particular, in the 


sudden passing of the foreign board’s executive secretary, Dr. Paul W. 
Koller, on November 11, 1937. Through his untiring efforts is due in great 
measure the liquidation of the huge foreign mission debt incurred during the 
world war. As an honest and consecrated servant of the Lord, Dr. Koller 
served the Church as a pastor and a synod president, but his abilities were 
brought to their highest fruition as a general secretary of the Foreign 
Mission Board. 


We recognize the gracious work of the. Holy Spirit, both in the progress | 
which is evident in all our mission stations, and in the protection granted 
to our missionaries in their perilous work. We are duly grateful for the 
wholehearted cooperation by pastors and congregations in the great work 
of world evangelization.

-REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PARISH AND CHURCH SCHOOLS 


The Sunday schools of the Christian Church present a major problem 
because of continuing decrease in enrollment. Despite honest effort to halt 


the recession there is a further dropping off. 


Our Synod itself has suffered another loss as shown by statistics. The 
situation is indeed a serious one and has led the president of our Svnod to 
appoint a special committee to study the cause of this condition. 


Your Committee on Parish and Church Schools is so wide spread that 
it is somewhat difficult to do effective work in coping with the situation. In 
past years suggestions were presented by letter and word of mouth which 
led to important evangelistic programs, every member canvasses. use of 
duplex envelopes, summer schools, teachers training courses and such like. 
A different approach, a new attack must be made to solve this problem of 
enrollment and attendance. Letters with suggestions and mere desk work by 
the Committee or in the parishes will not solve it. It will be met only as 
We acquire greater zeal in the evangelization of the world. 


_ We propose this question in the light of losses: Is the Christian Church 
losing its missionary spirit? Certainly the prospects are as numerous and 
surely the Gospel is as effective. 

The Parish and Church School Board of our Church under the ener- 


getic leadership of Rev. S. White Rhyne has been promoting a large 
program. All of us have received much literature telling about the work. 
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Then, too, meetings hate been held at which Dr. C. H. B. Lewis, Rev. S. 
White Rhyne and Dr. Charles Wiles have laid before us plans, facts, and 
figures in papers they presented. In discussion groups also, led by these 
men, various questions were asked leading to a better understanding. 


- Your Committee has placed a large poster on display with the Synodi- 
cal exhibit. To this we have attached a copy of the booklet, the guide and 
“Standards in Parish Education’. We invite you to look through it and 
purchase a copy for further study. Twelve per cent of the parishes of our 
Synod have adopted this program. :

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE DECLINE OF. 
SUNDAY SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


The Committee has canvassed the data at its disposal, and offers the 
following for consideration: There is obviously a social factor to account 
for the decrease in large part at least. This is evident from such facts as 


A. Reduced enrollments in the lower grades of public schools. Mr. 
Ernest J. Cederholm, superintendent of the rural schools of Chisago county, 
Minnesota, and Superintendent of the Sunday school of Trinity church, 
Lindstrom, made a comparative study of the school population of 1937 and 
that of 1927, and found that there were 750 fewer pupils in the rural 
schools of the county last year than there were a decade previous. Adjusting 
this figure to take account of the fact that more pupils enter high school, 
and remain in school longer, it means that there are at least 1,000 fewer 
members in the entire school population of the County now than there were 
a decade ago. These — are similar to those made in New York and 


other centers. 


B. Reduced Sunday School ieciathiaiie in the major Protestant 
denominations. 


We quote from a manual issued by another Church: “All Protestant 
Bible schools have slumped in attendance an average of 20% in the past 
four years. Among boys and girls and young people alone this means that 
3,400,000 that were in Sunday school are not in Sunday school now’. 


C. Reduced enrollments in other Caidhaenbias Bodies than our Own. 


The statistics at hand are very contradictory, and tend to shake our 


faith in the reliability of figures. The statistician of the Missouri Synod 
reports for the year 1936 as follows: “Increase in number of Sunday schools 
70. Increase in teacher enrollment 741. DECREASE in pupil enrollment 
- 1,374. A net Decrease for 1936 of 633.” Commenting upon these figures, 
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he says, “The loss reported by all Protestant bodies may or may not be 
the explanation of the decrease in our synod.” He also declines to draw 
from one year's figures a conclusion which next year's statistics may prove 
unwarranted. 


D. Findings of the Parish and Church School Board, U. L. C. A. 


Dr. S. White Rhyne also warns against drawing too hasty conclusions 
from a single year's statistics. He suggests further that our schools are 
becoming more efficient in their system of records. Pupils absent for a 
number of sessions are placed in an “inactive file’ and are not counted 
as enrolled until they return. This serves to reduce totals reported at the 
close of the year. 


E. Deflation in Synodical Statistics. We have also noted a ten- 
dency among pastors of our synod to purge their statistics of the inflation- 
ary element, and get their totals down to net figures. This would also 
affect Sunday school statistics. | | 3 


*F. Losses due to other Factors than a Falling Birth Rate. 


The losses may be due in part also to our failure to hold pupils be- 
yond confirmation age. Dr. Paul Hoh suggests: “Our church schools 
have pupils from their third to their twelfth year, and then are not able to 
hold them.” He offers three reasons for this condition: ‘Ist, that the 
teachers in the younger departments work harder, visit and plan better. 
2nd, that these younger departments are better equipped with tables, pic- 
tures, work materials, and most often have a room to themselves. 3rd, that 
the idea of confirmation as a graduation is still -_ strong among parents 
in various parts of the Church. 


While this loss goes on from year to year, and therefore would not 
be the primary cause of last year’s decline, it suggests the remedy that 
must be applied. Obviously we cannot increase enrollments if fewer chil- 
dren are being born, but we can try to stop losses at the top and all along 
the line, when they are due to controllable factors. Your special com- 


mittee is not charged with bringing in definite recommendations as to how 


our Schools may be improved. This is the duty of the standing committee 
on Parish and Church Schools. |

A sufficient number of blanks were sent to 
the Northwestern seminary for the senior class to be filled out under the 
direction of Professor Dressler. The Historian gratefully acknowledges 
this kind co-operation. | 


During the past year your Historian has had the pleasure to be of 
specific service. Transcripts of the personal record of Drs. John Sarder 
and L. W. Steckel, deceased members of Synod, were sent to the president 
and the necrologist of Synod. A transcript of the history of the con- 
vention churches has been submitted to the president of Synod for his use 


in connection with the 48th Convention. Inquiries by the secretary of the

The Administrative Committee of the Women’s Missionary Society 
of the Synod of the Northwest. held its regular meeting in the Parish House 
of Holy Communion Church, marine.

Mrs. J. £. Tepoorten opened the meeting with devotions, basing her 


meditation upon John 16:1-11. 


The business meeting was cated | to order by the president, Mrs. Charles 


L. Grant. 


Grant, Tepoorten, Heartlein, 
Birch and Rheingans. Excuses were received from Mmes. Fedderson, Olson 
and Gerberding. Visitors at this meeting included Mmes. Dressler, Thomp- 
son, Dahlstrom, Broesicke, Meck and Wood who were given the privilege 
of the floor.

The president, Mrs. Grant, reported on her activities since the last 
convention. She reported having attended the General convention in Buf- 
falo and the Wisconsin and Central Conference conventions. Western 
Group “A” and “B” zonventions were attended by Mrs. A. E. Birch. 


The report of the Statistical Secretary, Mrs..A. E. Heartlein, showed 
82 Women’s societies with an active membership of 2,011; 22 Young 
Women’s Societies with an active membership of 319; and 37 Light Bri- 
gades with an active membership of 1,818 on the Roll. | 


The Treasurer, Mrs. J. E. Tepoorten, reported balances of $501.02 in 
the Faith Lippard Itinerary Fund and $137.97 in the Erva Moody Itinerary 
Fund. It was voted that $25.00 be given to each of the missionaries out of 
the respective funds, and that the balance of the Faith Lipard Fund be 
put into the Synodical Special Fund, and that the balance 33 the Erva 
Moody Fund be piven to “work in China.” 
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After further discussion of the Treasurer's report, it was voted that 
only. such funds as are contributed for projects of Synod, and all funds for 
the work of the Women’s Missionary Society of the United Lutheran 
Church be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Synodical Society.

Special—namely, the full support of Miss Faith Lippard and Miss + Florence 
Buckner. 

It was voted that we recommend the placing of Thank Offering Boxes 
in every home visited by the Visitation Department. 


It was voted to recommend that Mrs. Fedderson prepare a card stating 
the ‘personal Goals'—this card to be used as a book mark inscribed with 
the following, ‘“This is your Bible bookmark to be used in _— daily de- 
votions.” | 
It was voted to suggest that the month of Jeauaity be set wtih as 
“Meet the Missionary Society” month, the purpose being to increase mem- 

bership. 

A notice from Mrs. Fenner was read as follows: “The Committee of 
Nine (three representatives each from the Luther League, the Parish and 
Church School Board and the Women’s Missionary Society) have been 
appointed and have been. meeting to plan for the program and policies of 
THE CHILDREN OF THE CHURCH. The Women’s Missionary So- 
ciety has been asked to promote the plans. The Committee hopes to have 
programs and plans all ready for beginning January 1, 1939. Every 
leader in the Luther League and in the Light Brigade and many more will 
be needed to carry on this most important work with the children. Pray 
that the committee may be guided as it plans for THE CHILDREN OF 


‘THE CHURCH."
